An impressive Speech Defere A Large 
Crowd At The Court House, 


Hon. J. Harry Oo ſagton. candidate 
for Congress on tbe Demoratio ticket 
addressed a large number of voters in 
the Court House on Thursday night. 
The meeting was held under the aus- 
pices of the Camden District Bryan- 
Kern-Covington League, which had 
planned to hold the meeting in Cam- 
den District and had arranged a stage 
and platform ín Sonth Salisbury for 
this purpose bnt owing to the cool 
weather it waa decided to change the 
place of meeting to the Court House. 

Many who were not aware of the 
change in programme went out to the 
South Salisbury gtouuds. The Court 
House however was well filled, even 
the standing room being taken up as 
well as the Judges' room in the rear 
of the main Hall It was a very no- 
ticeable fact. about the audience that 
it was ‘composed of as representative 
olass of citizens as could well be got- 
ten together and almost entirely of 
voters. The number present is-var- 
iously estimated from four to five huh. 
dred. The firet music of the campaign 
was heard on the streets when the 
Salisbury bard led the crowds to the 
Court Howse at 8 o'clock. Band music 
bas become quite a feature of cam- 
paigns in this county and Thursday 
night's rallying tanas gave uotios that 
the fall campaign had opened. 

Mr. Covington in his speech dwelt 
principally on Natioual issues, dis- 
cussing the tariff question in an able 
way, while the tfüsts came in for 
tome hart whacks,” .

Some interested pet- 
sona havé examined this tobacco, anc 
in many instances it was found to 
consist, apparently, of weeds and 
bark, colored to represent tobacco, 
with littie of the real article added 

to giyo asembiance of the real favor 
Whoever selle this stu is violsting 
the 1 Statutes, as well as 
the laws laud, in that the sale 
of adultersséd articles is contrary to 
the Pure Food and Drugs Aot passed 
by Oongreas, and the sale of tobacco 
in any form to youths under 15 years 
of sage iain violation ot the laws of 
Maryland, and is varishebls by a fine 
of from ten to one hundred dollars. 
Not only is the asle prohibited, but it 
is also illegal to buy the staff for 
boya, or even to give «t to them. 

This le entirely asido from tbe moral 
and sanitary qugations involved, It is

A contury ago an English delist, 
calling pon Coleridge, invelghed bit- 
terly ‘against the rigid instruction of 
Christian homes, 
he, “the helplessness of à little child. 
Before it ha* wisdóm or judgment to 
decide for itself, it is prejudiced in 
favor of Christianity, How selfish is 
the parent who stamps his religious 
ideas into a child's receptive nature, 
as à moulder stamps the hot Iron 
with his model I shall prejudice 
my children seither for Christianity 
nor for Buddhism, nor for atheism, 
their 
mature years. Then they cam qpen 
the question and decide for them- | Lord 
selves," With difficulty . Coleridge 
concealed his sneer. 

Later the poet led his atheistic ac- 
quaintance Into the garden. Sud- 
denly he exclaimed, “How selfish is 
the gardener who ruthlessly stamps 
his prejudice in favor of roses and 
violets and strawberries in a recep- 
tive garden bed. The time was when 
in April I pulled up the young weeds, 
the parsley and thistles, and planted 
the garden bees out with vegetables 
and flowers. Now I have decided to 
permit the garden to go until Sep- 
tember. Then the black clods can 
for themselves between 
cockleburrs and currants and straw- 
berries," That conversation that 
ended so disastrously for the atheist, 
states the whole principle. The fath- 
er who leaves his boy in ignorance of 
arithmetic until he is twenty, is no 
more foolish than the one who leaves 
his child in ignorance of the essen- 
tials of Christianity until he is twen- 
ty. It the fundamental facts of 
grammar, arithmetic, spelling, the 
history of the country, physiology 
and the stripler forms of knowledge 
must be ma'e second nature and 
placed upon the end of the boy's 
tongue, how much more important 
is it that the moral principles of 
Mount Sinia and the Sermon of the 
Mount, with the example, the meth- 
od and the spirit of Jesus Christ tè 
made nature for children. 

Oh, how fierce life's stress! How 
do temptations come in with the 
might of the tide. How helpless the 
littie swimmer unless trained and 
made expert and fully acquainted 
with all the hidden currefits and with 
self-sustaining power, in spite of the 
wind and the tide. If the life pil- 
grimage was through a peaceful gar- 
den, rich in fruit and with a cooling 
spring, the task of a child would be 
one thing. But the pilgrimage is 
across a continent and the path is 
narrow and often steep. 

But some one objects that compul. 
sory knowledge may react into an- 
tagorism. “To which the answer is 
that a little knoWledge and: a. little 
compulsion are both dangerous 
things, but that more cures the evils 
of little training. The fact is, that 
so far from habit and rule doing 
away with freshness of feeling and 
spontaneity, they create that fresh- 
ness and change hate to love. Fee- 
ble natures and weak intellects are 
perhaps Injured by early compulsion, 
but not strong ones, In the school 
and college the child begins with 
hating the language, the science, the 
tool, but his dislike is based upon 
ignorance. The wise teacher knows 
that if he can compel the boy to 
learn a few facts about physiology 
or the history of his country, after a 
litte the mind will take fire, and 
the flaming interest spread and grow 
into a mental conflagration. Pitt un- 
derstood this printiple, and used it 
with his son. He made the boy 
translate the great orations Into good 
Engliah. He made the child listen 
to his incidents of great ‘orators, 
Keeping the boy away from his play- 
mates, he filled his mind with tales 
of eloquence. For years it was com. 
pulgory, but when the boy was 
dcRrcoly more than ten or twelve, he 
had the matérial iñ memory for in- 
-térest and thinking. Thenceforth he 
was an enthusiast on the subject of 
oratory, and became the great speak. 
er of the House of Commons.

I shall not doubt that my sont has 
power to clothe itself with a body 
sulted to its new existence when this 
earthly frame has crumbled into dust. 

A belief In immortality not only cou- 
$oles the individual, but it exerts a 
powerful tüffuence in bringing pence 
between individaais. If one ally 
thin that man dies as the brute dics. 
he may yield to the temptation to do 
Injustice to his nelghbor when the cir- 
cumstances ure sich as to promise se- 
curity from detection. But if óne real- 
ly expects to meet again and live eter- 
nally. with those whom he knows to- 
day he fè restrained from evil deeds 
by the fear of endless remorse, 

Again, Christ deserves to be called 
the Prince of Peace because he has 
given us a measure of greatness whic! 
promotes peuoc. When his disciple: 
disputed among tbemselves ns to 
which should be greatest In the 
kingdom of heaven, he rebuked them 
and sald. “Let him who would be 
chiefest nmong you be the servant of 
all.“ Service Is the measure of great- 
Ness. It always has been true. [t |: 
true today and it always will be trne 
that he fs greatest who does the most 
of good. And yet what a revolution it 
will work in this old world when this 
standard becomes the standard of life' 
Nearly all of our controversies and 
combats arise from the fact that we 
are trying to get something from each 
‘other. There. will be peace when onr 
alm is to do something for each other 
Our enmitles and animosities arise 
from our efforts to get as much as 
possible out of the world. There wil! 
be peace when our endeavor Is to put 
as much as possible into the world 
Society will take an immeasurable step 
toward peace when it estimates a citi- 
zen by his output ratber than by bis 
income and. gives the crown of its ap- 
proval to the one who makes the jar- 
gest contribution to the welfare of all 

Christ bas also led the way to peace 
by giving us a formula for the prop:- 

tion of good. Not all of those who 

ve really desired to do good bavi 
employed the Christian . method -u“ 
all Christians even: lu all thé bistory 
of the human race but two metholx 
have been employed. 

The first is the forcible method 
The other is the Bible plan—be no: 
overcome of evil but overcome evi' 
with good; And there ia no other way 
of overcoming evil. I am not much of 
a farmer.

The immediate need in 
this country ts tration, for neither 
side to the controversy can be trusted 
to den with absolute justice if aUowel 
undisputed control. But arbitration, like 
u court, is a last resort, It would be 
better 1f tbe. relations between em- 
Moxer and employee were such as t^ 
maké arbitra unnecessary, Just 1n 
proportion ad men recognize their kín: 
ship to each other and deal with each 
other in the spirit of brothefhood wi' 
friendship and harmony be secured. 
Both employer and employee need to 
cüjtivate the spirit which follows from 
obedience to the great commandment. — 


Ethics of Money Making. 


The second problem to which I would 
apply this-platform of peace is that 
which relates to the accumulation of 
wealth. We cannot much longer delay 
consideration of the ethics of monér 
making, That many of the enormous 
fortunes which have been accumulate 
in the last quarter of & century are 
now held by men who have given to 
sóclety no adequate service in retur! 
for the money secured is now general- 
ly recognized. While legislation can 
and ahonid protect the public from 
predatory wealth, a more effective rem- 
edy will be found iu the cultivation of 
a public opinion which wli substitute 
a higher iden! than the one which roi- 
erates the enjoyment of dhearned 
gains. No man who really knows what 
brotherly love is will desire to take 
advantage of his neighbor, and the 
conscience when not seared will ad- 
monlsb against Injustice. My faith i» 
the future rests upon the belief that 
Christ's teachings are being mort 
studied today than ever before an! 
that with this larger study will come 
an application of those teachings to 
the everyday life of the world. In 
former times men read that Christ 
came to bring life and immortality to 
light and placed the emphasis upan 
immortality; now they are studying 
Christ's relation to human life, In for- 
mer years many thought to prepare 
themselves for future bliss by a lite 
of seclusion here; now they are learn. 
ing that they cannot follow In the foot. 
steps of the Master unless they go 
about doing good. Christ declared eine 
he came that we might have life, and 
have it more abundantly, The worl! 
is learning that Christ came not fn 
narrow life, but to enlarge it. 

But this Prince of Peace promise« 
not only peace, but strength. Some 
bave thought his teachings fit-only for 
the weak and the timid and unsuited 
to men of vigor, energy and ambition 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. Only the man of faith can te 
courageous. Confident that he fight» 
on the side of Jehovah, he doubts not 
the success of his cava What mat. 
ters it whether he share3 In the &hou:« 


ot triumph? If every word spoken in 


behalf of truth has its tnfluence nn! 
every deed doné for the right welg!: 
in the final account, It is material to 
the Christian whether his eyes beho'd 
victory or whether he dies in the mitt 
of the conflict. 

Only those who belleve attempt t'ie 
seemingly impossible and by attempt- 
ing prove that one with God can chare 
a thousand and two can put ten thou 
sand to fight. I can imagine thut the 
early Christians who were carried Into 
the. arena to make a spectacle for 
those more savage than the bens: 
were entrented by their doubting com 
panions not to endanger their lives. 
But, kneeling tn the center of the are- 
na, they prayed abd sang until they 
were devoured. How helpless they 
seemed, and, measured by every bu- 
man rule, how hopeless was thelr 
cause! And yet within a few decades 
the power v-hich they Invoked proved 
mightler than the legions of the em 
peror, and the faith in which they 
died was triumphant o'er all that land, 
It 1s said that those who went to mock 
at their sufferings returned asking 
themselves, “What Is it that can enter 
into the heart of man and make him 
die as these die?” They were greater 
conquerors in their death than they 
could hav. been had they purchased 
life by à surrender of their faith, 

What would have been the fate of 
the church If the early Christians bad 
had as little faith as many of our 
Christians now haye?,.And,* on the 
other hand, if the Christians of toduy 
had the faith of tbe martyrs, how long 
Would it be before the fulfillment: o! 
the prophecy that every knee shal: 
bow and every tongue confess? 

Our faith should be even stronger 
than the faith of those who lived 2,000 
years ago, for we see our religion 
spreading and supplanting the philomo- 
phies apd creeds of the orient. 

As. the Christian grows older be ap- 
preclates more and more the complete- 
ness with which Christ fills the re 
quirements of the heart, and, grateful 
for the peace which he enjoys and for 
the strength which he has received. 
he repeats the Words of the «reat 
scholar, Sir William Jones:

FUNGUS IN STOMACH KILIS HER |- 


Grows from Pinhead to Cocoanut 
Size, Causing Agony to Girl. 

London.—Bprouting from a grain 
of oats or barley, 4 fungus caused 
the death of a gir] fifteen years oid 
in Sheffield, and an autopsy revealed 
that the fungus had grown jin the 
stomach to the size of a cocoanut. 
‘rhe growth had sent out.roots which 
had invaded all the surrounding or- 
gans, and the gir! died in agony. 

The case is held to be one of the

the report submitted to Governor 
Orotheta hy President Jogo M. Took. 
er, the progress of the work is onlined 
and the purposes of the commission 
for the near future are shown. Also, 
the amount of money expended and ute 
uses are inuluded in the review. 

The commission shows that it has 
visited all of the 38 counties of the 
state and Baltimore sity all of whioh 
are to be the beneficiaries of the $5,- 
000,000 building fund created at the 
last meeting of the Genera] Assembly ; 
thas surveys are ín progress in many 
of the counties, while in 12 of them 
the roads have actually been located. 
The counties which have been given 
the routes for their new highways are 
Wicomico, Dorchester, Somerset, Wor- 
oester, Talbot, Oaroline, Queen Anne, 
Cecil, St. Mary's, Oalvert, Prince 
Georges and Oharles, which number 
embraces little more than half of the 
total. 

It is the announced purpose of the 
commission, to show in the port, to 
construct a connected highway from 
county to connty, thereby giving the 
state at least one continuons road from 
end to end.

“The Smekers Not Confined to the 
Chipese, Who Seem to be Adopting 
Measures to Stamp It Ont—In New 
York City it Is Estimated That B.- 
000 Whites Hit the Pipe. 


Washington, D. C.—In spite of the 
Tact that the Chinese population in 
the United tes is much smaller 
than it was 11878 the importation 
of smoking Opium into the United 
States has increased more than 250 
per cent since then. In 1907 the 

portation of smoking opium was 
157,000 pounds. These facts "are 
only a few of the startlin tures 
of the reports now being recélved at 
the State Department by the Ameri- 
can commissioners to the  interna- 


tional congress to investigate and re- | 


port on the growth of the Mum hab- 
it, 

The investigation is being conduct- 
ed by Dr. Hamilton Wright of Wash- 
ington, one of the commissioners who 
bas his headquarters in the office of 
Assistant Secretary Huntington Wil- 
son of the State Department. Al- 
ready he has reports that show that 
the importation of oplum to the 
United States from 1903 to 1907 in- 
creased 1,000,000 pounds over the 
importations for a comparative per- 
fod immediately preceding. It has 
been ascertained also that about 75 
per cent of the Importations are used 
in the manufacture of morphine. Of 
the manufactured products of the 
arug only 26 per cent get into legiti- 
mate usés. 

In New York City there are said to 
be about 3,000 Amen; of whom 
$00 are smokers of opium; 
report places the peréentage of the 
smokers at one-third of the entire 
population. In Phbijadélphía there 
&ro 1,000 Chinese, fully one-third of 

to the habit of 
smoking. These figutes d o not vite 
into nsideration ' F. N 
smokers óf whom th many. 
The returns made to the cofimissidn 
estimate that there are 5 008 white 
smokers in New York Gity. 
* The sources of information upon 
which the commissloners rely are 
State pharmacists, members’ of the 
Ameritan Medical Assodiation, police 
reports, manufacturers óf opium, 
chemists, druggists, and boards ‘of 
health. í 

One of the interesting facts glean- 
éd by the investigation is that the 
users of the drug among the Chinese 
population in the United States are 
anxious to give it up and the young 
men are being strongly impressed 
Uy Chinese medical authoritiec with 
the destructive influences of the use 
of opium. Chinese doctors have de- 
vised a cure for the habit which Is 
being generally resorted te- by vic- 
tims of the. drug. The efficacy of | 
the cure has not yet been fully test- 
ed. 


When the commissioners to the in- 


ternational congress were sappoint- 
ed they were instructed that the pri- 
mary purpose of the international 
congress was to consider the growth | 
of the opium habit in the far iet. 
It occurred to Dr. Wright that - 
might profitably investigate the dae. | 
alence of the habit in the United 
Btates. Ho set about getting reports 
from all the large cities, and up to 
this time the replies have been rath- 
er startling. He believes that it 
proves conclusively that we have an 
opium evil at home which. demands 
our attention before we start out to 
reform the Orientals. 

He nas not yet received full re- 
ports from New' York City, and those 
that have come are conflicting, but 
enough has been received to indicate 
that in the United States the use of 

opium as p habit has grown to an 
alarming ettent and th:^ its growth 
u not among the Chinese residents, 
who, ou contrary, seem to be 
adopting red for étamping it 
out, but the progress is among the 
whites and what surprises him 4s that 
it ts hot among the alums but in the 
profesional cases, Where the high- 
ly keyed nervous systems seem to 
crave narcotics, Many reports liūdi- 
cate that the “strenuous lite“ is in a 
measure responsible for the recourse 
to the drug.

On the same site Herod built a 
temple still more beautiful than Sol- 
omon's—Herod, the man who is exe- 
crated in Jewish and Christian story 
alike for his cruelty and tyranny, 
built a temple to God which was one 
of the wonders of the world.

ising an Agricultural Fair in Wicom- 
ico County held améeting at thé office 
of Mr D. J. Ward in the Masonio 
Temple, Saturday night. This meet- 
ing was well attended and the com.

The committee expressed a de- 
oided preference for thé Mitohell laud, 
beoause they believe it better adapted 
to the use as a race track than the oth- 
ar lands.

The inauguration Of Ono in Salisbury. 
Stock Belag Rapidly Subscribed. 


Those who are jnterested in organ- 
ising an Agricultural Fair in Wicom- 
100 County held améeting at thé office 
of Mn D. J. Ward in the Masonic 
Temple, Saturday night. This meet- 
ing was wellattended'and the com- 
mittees submitted estimates ou the 
amount nelad to organize a Fair in 
this Coonty as well as desirable sites. 
The commitee on sites reported that 
tney had inspected three properties— 
the Alfred Hearn farm, in Parsons 
District, the Byrd Homestead Farm, 
In Balisbury District; and the W. C. 
Mitohell Farm, also in Salisbury Djs- 
trict. The Hearn land can be purch- 
ased for $175 an gore; the Mitohell 
land for $200 an are. The Byrd land 
cannot be bought, put tha cwner offers 
to lease the land for a term of 15 
years for-$1,000 ayear. Mr. Mitohell 
offers either to sell or lease his land, 
the leasing price to be $12.50 per acre 
annually. and he agrees to give. the 
necessary clay to make the half mile 
track. The committee expressed a de- 
oided preference for thé Mitchell laud, 
beoanse they believe it better adapted 
to the use as a race track than the oth- 
er lands. A committee consisting of 
B. W., Waller end S. H. Richardson 
was appointed tò ascertain the cost of 
securing a competent race track man 
and Surveyor to gO upon this farm, 
examine the land, and report upon it.

Editors of the Advertiser: 

There is à well defined "attempt on 
the part of lending newspapers to 
create tbe impression that Mr. Bryan 
is **unsafe''—that his election would 
‘hart business“ — that he iva the- 
orlst'' —a dreamer, «using these 
latter terms of course in their appro- 
brious sense and that his election not- 
withstanding his psrty and platform 
"would rain the country.’

| Dr. Trultt’s Reply. 

A meeting was ‘held in the Court 
Hovee under auspices of the King’s 
Daughters, to hear the report of the 
trained nurse, Miss Smith, on Mon- 
day. 

After the reading of ber report a 

general disonssion of the sanitary con- 
ditions of Salisbury took place” by 
those present, and it was determined 
that steps be taken to get the City 
and County authorities to improve our 
sanitary conditions. The Board of 
Health Department and the Oounty 
Health Officer oame in for considerablé 
oriticiam, * 
_ Dr. O. R. Truitt, in an open letter 
to the citizens. has pointed ont the 
reasons why it is impossible for the 
Health Officer to attend to the duties 
as they should be attended to, and 
frankly admits that the sanitary corr 
ditione are not looked after in the 
County as they should be, and farthér 
claims thet it is impossible to improve 
upon them under present system. Miss 
Smith's report and Dr. O. R. Truitt's 
letter follows; 


Miss Smith's Report. — . 


„Visit tbe sick, feed the. hungry, 
clothe the poor, are commands familiar 
to us all, ‘and yet ] am sorry to say I 
have found evidence anfficient in this 
beautiful little city of yours to con- 
vince me that these injunctions have 
long been ignored. I am sure it is 
through no want of oharity on your 
part, but simply because your business 
and social obligations have prevented 
vou finding the needy ones amongst 
you. But, my friends, they are here 
and they need you, and since you have 
seen fit to bring me here to fi)! these 
oommands for you, | come tonight to 
tell yon what ] have found since my 
work began. l have had in all about 
80 cases and made abont 210 visits. 
The cases have been tuberculosis, sick 
babies and the dressing of wounds, 
and | have found the ople very ig- 
norant ns to the care of their sick. 

„One case | found was a little child | 
abont four years old, with a bigh tem- 
perature, Iv ing on a feather bed, with | 
an outing flannel gown on; her hair | 
in a perfect mat, and the room closed | 
and filled with" people. i had them take 
the feather bed away, then 1 bathed 
her, cut Off the tangledhair, gota 
little cotton dress, they had no gown, 
for her, and instructed her mother to 
keep her clean and give her plenty of | 
fresh nir and keep her quiet. All 
these things were done, showing how 
eager the people were to do what was | 
right; they simply did not know, and 
they were not to blame 

Another case was that of a baby 
whose mother had gone to the hospital 


j 


, | ill. There was no one to bathe or care 


for it, and | found it in an awful con- 
dition. I bathed it and dressed its 
sores, but could not dress it, for it 
had no glothes, and 1 had to wrap it 
in rage until ] could get something 
for it. 

„Another onse was that of a baby 
that had been ill for several dava. | 
The people were poor and did not feel | 
able to call in a doctor when it was 
absolutely necessary. When they found 
t was, i‘ was too late, fo: the baby 
died. Had the parents been accustom- 
ed tothe visiting nurse they would 
have called her in and she would have 
seen the little one's serious condition. 
Most of the mothers here tonight can 
call in a doctor for the slightest 
change in the little ones, bot thia poor 
woman into whose heart the mother 
love was as real and strong as it is in 
yours, must needs wait till ber little 
one is nearly gone before ehe can feel 
she is able to send fof a doctor. 

Another case was a woman with 
typhoid fever, 1 found her ill and in 
bed all dressed the same as though she 
had been about her daily duties. 
Why? One reason was, she had no 
gown, and the secoud, I don't believe 
she would have known how to put 
them on if she had. Now thie is true. 
You have people who don't know how 
to go to bed; they have to be taught, 
and when they are sick and poor and 
have not one of the comforts that their 
more fortunate friends have, it is up 
to ws to supply them. Aad some got 
to the important part of what we need 
—a linen closet, supplied from things 
that most SETOS would throw away, 
and things like sheets, pillows and 
gowns, and these are to be looked af- 
ter by the iforse who visita your pour, 
and give them out as ahe soos fit and 
after à cabo is over the things that 
have been loaned will be returned and 
kept for the next case. 


Lotter From Dr. Truitt. 


To the citizens of Salisbury, Mä., WI. 
comico County ; 

At a meeting held in gallabury,

MR. LONGWORTH ON. DYNASTY 


President's Son-in-Law Declares Eight 
Years Taft—Then Roosevelt ` 


H Republicans are Incensed at the Ro- 


marke Made by Longworth in His 
Rock Island, III., Speech on the 
Buccession of Presidency. 


The Omaha Bee, published by Vic 
tor Rosewater, member of the Repub- 
lcan national committee, and bead of 
the Republican campaign publicity bu- 
reau, has made the blunder of criti- 
cising vigorously part of fhe. tariff 
plank of the Republican platform, the 
writer belng under the impression that 
he was really pouring hot sbot into 
Mr. Bryan. The Democratic leader, in 
a recent speech, had quoted that part 
of the Republican platform Which is 
criticised. 

The editorial in Mr: Rosewater's pa- 
per goes on the theory that this lan- 
guage was Mr. Bryan’s own, the 
writer failing to notice that the lan- 
guage was really part of the platform 
on which Mr. Taft is running. 

The consequence of this is that Mr. 
Bryan and his friends have on a broad 
grin &nd they think that the smiles 
at Fairview are likely to spread to all 
Democrats in the country. 

The words complained of In the Bee 
editorial were these: 

"In all tariff legislation the true 
printiple is best maintained by the im- 
position of such duties as will equal 
the difference. between the cost of 
production at home and, abroad, to- 
gether with reasonable profit to Amer- 
ican industries.” 

The Bee went on to puncture this 
language in the following style: 

“Nothing prettier in tbe catch-all 

line has deen offered in this cam- 
paign. The most hide-bound stand- 
patter in the country.can accept that 
an satisfactory.and the rankest free 
trader can find delight in it. The dec- 
laration means simply nothing. An at- 
tempt to legislate along that line 
woud simply open the way to !nter- 
minable wrangling as to what consti- 
tutes ‘a ‘reasonable profit,’ for halir- 
splitting on wages on one industry, 
price of raw materials in, another, re- 
bates and drawbacks in a third and 
so on through the ‘list of thousands of 
articles that are now on the tariff re- 
vision, at Bryan’s direction, would 
serve only to halt industrial and com- 
mercial progress and keep business un- 
settled during his term of office.” 
* The Omaha World-Herald shows 
that the words complained of are not 
a part of any speech of Mr. Bryan, 
but a part of the tariff plank of the 
Republictm platform, 

Mr. Bryan hed this to say when 
tus Matter was called to his _gtten- 
tion: 

"I am very n uah surprised tbat Mr. 
Rosewater uld have attempted to 
migrapréSent my position, A good 
many unfair things have been sald by 
Mr. Rosewater. To accuse me of 
using the language of the Republican 
platform is an outrage. He ought to 
apologize for this injustice and ex- 
plain to his renders that the language 
which he criticises was taken from the 
Republican platform and not from any 
speech of mine, 8 

“This is a rich find. It shawa how 
absurd the Republican platform looks 
to a Republican when the Republican 
has a chance to look at it in a disin- 
terested way. When Mr. Rosewater 
thought. that the language quoted was 
taken from a speech. of mine he could 
see how ridiculous the language was, 
I hope that his opinion of the language 
will not ebunge when he finds that he 
was shooting at his own platform in- 
stead o nt me. 

“The amusing blunder of the Omaba 
Bee suggests à new diversion for the 
campaign, Let the Democrats accuse 
me of using various sections from the 
Republicau platform and from Mr.

Col, Charles Goodnight of Good- 
night, Texas, owner of the largest 
herd of Persian sheep in America, 
says that within.a few years it will 
be: possible. to. excel Persia in the 
manufacture of the cloaks -from 


ing che pure-blood lamb skins, He owns 


nearly 200 head, many of which are 
full-bloods, and declares, saya the 
San Antonio Sentinel, that. among 
the 114 different varieties of weeds 
grown in this country the Peratan 
lamb éats 100 of hem. 

Secretary Rusk, under the -first 
Cleveland administration, is respon- 
sible for the introduction of the new 
sheep, spoken of in the Bible, and 
so much admired by the patriarchs 
of Biblical times. Prior to this ad- 
ministration the Pérsian lamb and. 
cloak industry belonged to a princi- 
pality in Persia, and their importa- 
tion to other countries was strictly * 
prohibited by the ruling prince, who 
had a monopoly of the fine cloaks 
made from the Jambs. -= Secretary 
Rusk secured six head and had them 
shipped to Zan Jose, Cal. From 
those a large aud profitable industry 
has become possible, - 

Cloaks and caps made from the 
Skins of these lambs are not only 
rare but are very expensive, the 
cheaper grades ranging from $360 
to $500. It ig believed that even 
the more eéxpensive cloaks Costing 
from $1,500 to $2,000 pan be pro- 
duced in this country for less than 
one-half their present cost. In fact, 
Col. Goodnight says the mixed 
breeds are capable of producing à 
very high grade of fur, and can be 
ralsed for even less than the ordi- 
nary sheep in this country.

"Lam, of course, a party man, but 
in dealing with these election ques- 
tions I shall act as the Governor of 
the whole people.
